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Pentagon Abandons Rebel-Building Effort in Syria

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Obama administration is 
overhauling its approach 
to fighting the Islamic State 
in Syria, abandoning a 
failed Penfagon effort to 
build a new ground force 
of moderate rebels and 
instead partnering with es¬ 
tablished rebel groups, of¬ 
ficials said Friday. 

The shift, telegraphed 


weeks ago by disclosures 
that the effort had pro¬ 
duced only a handful of 
trained rebels, is meant 
partly to take better ad¬ 
vantage of U.S. airpower, 
which can play a bigger 
role now fhaf Turkey is per¬ 
mitting American fighter 
jets to operate from its soil. 
But it is not expected to im¬ 
mediately give new mo¬ 
mentum to a slow-moving 

— some would say stalled 

— American-led campaign 
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against the Islamic State. 
The aim is to work with es¬ 
tablished rebel units “so 
that over time they can 
make a concerted push 
into territory still controlled 
by ISIL,” said Pentagon 
press secretary Peter Cook. 
Others said the hope is to 
put much more pressure 
on the northern city of 
Raqqa, the Islamic State’s 
declared capital. 

The change also reflects 
growing concern in the 
Obama administration 


in Syria, amplified by Rus¬ 
sia’s muscular moves to 
launch ship-based cruise 
missile strikes and deploy 
fighter aircraft and battle¬ 
field weaponry — actions 
that caught the U.S. by sur¬ 
prise and underscored the 
failure of the Pentagon’s 
$500 million program to 
train and equip rebels. 

“The administration has 
had a weak, inadequate 
policy in Syria and a weak, 
inadequate policy against 
ISIS,” said Rep. Mac Thorn- 


ia will depend in part on the 
success of local, motivated 
and capable ground forc¬ 
es,” Carter said in a written 
statement.

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Obama says ‘it’s about the families’ after Oregon meeting

ROSEBURG, Oregon (AP) — 

President Barack Obama, 
faced with protests over 
his meeting Friday with vic¬ 
tims of an Oregon shoot¬ 
ing, held to his view that 
something must be done 
about deadly gun crimes. 
But given the freshness of 
the week-old tragedy, he 
said, “Today, it’s about the 
families." 

At Umpqua Community 
College in Roseburg last 
week, a gunman killed 
eight students and a 
teacher before using the 
weapon to take his own 
life. On Friday, fatal shoot¬ 
ings were reported at col¬ 
leges in Arizona and Texas. 
“We're going to have to 
come together as a coun¬ 
try to see how we can 
prevent these issues from 
taking place” so regularly, 
Obama told reporters fol¬ 
lowing the approximately 
hour-long, private meeting 
with grieving relatives of 
those who were killed and 
injured. 

“But today, it's about the 
families, their grief and the 
love we feel for them." The 
White House did not say 
how many people Obama 
met with. 

Immediately after the Or¬ 
egon shooting, a visibly an¬ 
gry Obama appeared at 
the White House to declare 
that thoughts and prayers 
are no longer enough in 
the aftermath of such in¬ 
cidents and that the na¬ 
tion's gun laws needed to 
be changed. He said the 
issue is one “we should po¬ 
liticize." 

But his message didn't sit 
well in Roseburg, where gun 
ownership is popular and 
some area residents be¬ 
gan mobilizing against his 
visit almost as soon as the 
White House announced 
he was coming. Hundreds 
of supporters and protest¬ 


ers gathered near the local 
airport where he arrived by 
helicopter, and signs wel¬ 
coming the president were 
mixed with other signs ad¬ 
vocating for gun rights. 
Obama said the families 
wanted him to know how 
much they appreciated 
the outpouring of support 
from around the country. 
Staunchly conservative 
Douglas County is bris¬ 
tling with gun owners 
who use their firearms for 
hunting, target shooting 
and self-protection. 

A commonly held opinion 
in the area is that the solu¬ 
tion to mass killings is more 
people carrying guns, not 
fewer. 

“The fact that the college 
didn’t permit guards to 
carry guns, there was no 
one there to stop this man," 
said Craig Schlesinger, pas¬ 
tor at the Garden Valley 
Church. 

Referring to potential 
protesters. White House 
spokesman Josh Earnest 
said no one should fear 
Obama’s visit. 

“The fact is the president 
has made clear that the 
goal of his visit is to spend 
time with the families of 
those who are so deeply 
affected by this terrible 
tragedy," Earnest said. 
Some of the most poignant 
moments of Obama’s pres¬ 
idency have occurred in 
his role as consoler in chief. 
Just a few months ago, he 
led the grieving after nine 
worshippers were gunned 
down inside a historically 
black church in Charles¬ 
ton, South Carolina, sing¬ 
ing “Amazing Grace” at 
a funeral service. In 2012, 
he read the first names of 
the 20 elementary school 
students who were killed 
in Newtown, Connecticut, 
and asked how the nation 
could honestly say it’s do¬ 
ing enough to keep its chil¬ 
dren safe. □

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Republicans in tumult after McCarthy leaves speaker race

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres¬ 
sure mounted on former 
vice presidential candi¬ 
date Paul Ryan to run for 
House speaker Friday as 
Republicans scrambled 
to restore order to their di¬ 
vided ranks, shaken by Ma¬ 
jority Leader Kevin McCar¬ 
thy's astonishing decision 
to abandon his campaign 
for the powerful post. 
McCarthy's surprise an¬ 
nouncement was the lat¬ 
est consequence of the 
Republican Party’s bitter 
divide between moder¬ 
ates and outspoken, right- 
wing members who favor 
a more uncompromising 
approach toward Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama’s poli¬ 
cies. Although Republicans 
control both the House 
and Senate, the infighting 
has hampered their ability 
to capitalize on their con¬ 
gressional power. 
Republican lawmakers 
met Friday to discuss their 
next move, but lawmakers 
said nothing was decided 


at the gathering. 

Departing House Speaker 
John Boehner and Mc¬ 


Carthy were pressing Ryan 
to seek the job. The House 
speaker is one of the most 
powerful figures in Wash¬ 
ington, second in the line 
of succession to the presi¬ 
dent. “I’ve talked with 
Paul Ryan. He’s talking to 
people. I think he’d make 


a great speaker,” McCar¬ 
thy said as he entered the 
closed-door meeting. “It’s 


a big decision. He’s got to 
talk to his wife and every¬ 
body else, and it’s got to 
be his decision.” 

Ryan has insisted that he's 
not interested in the post, 
preferring to focus on his 
chairmanship of the Ways 
and Means Committee. 


But the 45-year-old Wiscon¬ 
sin lawmaker did not reject 
the idea outright when he 
entered Friday’s confer¬ 
ence. “I have nothing new 
to say,” Ryan said. Later, 
spokesman Brendan Buck 
issued a statement saying: 
“Chairman Ryan appreci¬ 
ates the support he’s get¬ 
ting from his colleagues 
but is still not running for 
speaker." The tumult was 
escalating as Congress 
hurtled toward showdowns 
with Obama over spend¬ 
ing and borrowing. If not 
resolved, those face-offs 
could result in a partial 
government shutdown or 
an unprecedented fed¬ 
eral default — two scenar¬ 
ios that some Republican 
leaders believe would se¬ 
verely wound Republican 
prospects in next year’s 
presidential and congres¬ 
sional elections. The House 
No. 3 Republican leader. 
Rep. Steve Scalise of Loui¬ 
siana, also said he’d like 
to see Ryan as the next 
speaker. Even Rep. Jason 


Chaffetz of Utah, himself a 
candidate for the speak¬ 
er's post, said he’d back 
Ryan should he seek the 
job, adding, “I would hope 
that he would do it.” Add¬ 
ed Rep. Lynn Westmore¬ 
land, of Georgia, himself a 
potential contender for the 
job: “I think he’s the only 
guy who can unite us right 
now.” Any presidential as¬ 
pirations Ryan might have 
could be undercut by 
holding the chamber's top 
job and managing its un¬ 
ruly caucus. Being speak¬ 
er also calls for multiple 
days on the road raising 
money for the Republican 
Party, a challenge for a 
lawmaker like Ryan with a 
young family back home. 
On Thursday, Republicans 
munching barbecue at 
a closed-door meeting 
where they seemed ready 
to coronate McCarthy as 
their candidate for speak¬ 
er were aghast when the

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Three young transients used 
a handgun that was stolen 
from an unlocked car to 
rob and kill a backpacking 
Canadian tourist in Golden 
Gate Park in San Francisco 
then a yoga instructor two 
days later on a hiking trail 
north of the city, authorities 
said Friday. 

The handgun was reported 
stolen on Oct. 1 from the 
Fisherman’s Wharf neigh¬ 
borhood in San Francisco, 
police commander Toney 
Chaplin said. 

“We believe the same 
weapon was used in both 
crimes," Chaplin said, add¬ 
ing that it appears robbery 
was the motive in the two 
killings. 

The body of Audrey Car¬ 
ey, 23, was found Oct. 3 
in Golden Gate Park. She 
had been shot in the head. 
Yoga instructor Steve 
Carter, 67, was discovered 
dead on Monday near a 
popular hiking trail in Marin 
County across the Golden 
Gate Bridge. He had been 
shot multiple times while 
walking his dog. 

Authorities identified the 
suspects as Morrison Haze 


Lampley, 23; Sean Michael 
Angold, 24; and Lila Scott 
Alligood, 18. They were be¬ 
ing held without bail in Or¬ 
egon and it was unclear if 
any of them are represent¬ 
ed by a lawyer. 

They were arrested 
Wednesday at a soup 
kitchen in Portland, Ore¬ 
gon. San Francisco police 
say the stolen gun was re¬ 
covered during the arrest 
and they believe it’s the 
weapon used to fatally 
shoot Carey and Carter. 
San Francisco police also 
said the suspects were 
in possession of Carter's 
car and some of Carey's 
camping gear was found 
inside it. 

Valerie Chapman, admin¬ 
istrator of St. Francis Church 
in Portland, said she had 
to admonish the three for 
smoking in a no-smoking 
area just outside the din¬ 
ing hall. Some of the regu¬ 
lar diners told her the three 
suspects were asking if 
anyone wanted to buy a 
Volkswagen Jetta station 
wagon.

“We serve low-income and 
homeless people, many of 
them with mental illness,"

Prosecutors said the sus¬ 
pect’s account amounted 
to a “self-serving” state¬ 
ment and alleged Jones 
was the aggressor. 

“There is no indication of 


self-defense here,” Deputy

dant had retreated from 
the fight, he obtained a 
gun and then he went 
back into the fray." 

The shooting occurred in 
a parking lot just outside 
Mountain View Hall dormi¬ 
tory on the Flagstaff cam¬ 
pus, which provides hous¬ 
ing for many of the cam¬ 
pus’ sororities and frater¬ 
nities. The victims were all 
members of the Delta Chi 
fraternity while Jones was 
a pledge at Sigma Chi. 
It’s not clear why the fight 
started. 

Student Colin Brough was 
killed, and Nicholas Prato, 
Kyle Zientek and Nicholas 
Piring were wounded.

.40-caliber handgun. Flag¬ 
staff Medical Center said it 
couldn’t release any infor¬ 
mation on conditions.

1 fatally shot at Texas college housing complex

HOUSTON (AP) — A student 
was killed and another per¬ 
son was wounded during a 
shooting outside at Texas 
Southern University student¬ 
housing complex on Friday, 
and police have detained 
two men for questioning, 
authorities said. 

The university quickly went 
on lockdown after the 
shooting was reported 
around 11:30 a.m. in a 
parking lot at the University 
Courtyard Apartments, a 
university-owned complex 
on the edge of the Hous¬ 
ton campus. Students and 
teachers were told to stay 
inside until the lockdown 


was lifted Friday afternoon 
after the two men were de¬ 
tained, but police said no 
arrests have been made. 
The incident marked the 
third shooting on or near 
the campus in less than 
a week, though it’s un¬ 
clear whether the shoot¬ 
ings were related. Friday’s 
shootings also came the 
same day as a fatal shoot¬ 
ing at Northern Arizona Uni¬ 
versity, and about a week 
after eight students and a 
teacher were fatally shot 
at a community college in 
Oregon. 

“Like President Obama 
says, this is getting to be 
too regular,” Texas South¬ 
ern President John Rudley 
said during a Friday after¬ 


noon news conference. 
Rudley said the Texas 
Southern student who was 
killed was a freshman, 
though his name and age 
haven’t been released. 
The second victim, whose 
name also hasn’t been 
released, was shot twice 
and is hospitalized in stable 
condition, Houston police 
spokeswoman Jodi Silva 
said. 

Rudley urged the school's 
roughly 9,700 students to 
be more vigilant, noting 
that “we're in the inner 
city. Crime is all around us.” 
He also criticized what he 
said was a culture among 
some students who believe 
they shouldn't snitch on

UAW leaders 
approve new 
Fiat Chrysler

DETROIT (AP) — The United 
Auto Workers union un¬ 
veiled a richer proposed 
contract with Fiat Chrysler 
on Friday, a week after an¬ 
gry union members voted 
down a previous agree¬ 
ment. 

The new agreement 
would gradually eliminate 
a much-maligned tiered 
pay system and bring all 
U.S. factory workers to the 
same wage over eight 
years. The previous agree¬ 
ment had only promised a 
top wage of $25 per hour 
for lower-tiered workers, 
which is less than the $29 
per hour that longtime 
workers would make. 
About 45 percent of 
FCA’s U.S. hourly workers 
are newer hires who now 
make wages as low as 
$15.78 per hour. The union 
said the typical lower-tier 
worker will see gains of 
$44,000 in wages and bo¬ 
nuses over the life of the 
four-year contract, up 
from $25,000 in the previ¬ 
ous agreement. 

Like the previous agree¬ 
ment, the new contract 
also promises the first raises 
in nine years for the high¬ 
est-paid workers. 

Top-tier workers will get a 
$4,000 bonus if the agree¬ 
ment is ratified; lower-tier 
workers will get $3,000. The 
previous contract prom¬ 
ised $3,000 bonuses for all 
workers. 

The new agreement calls 
for a $5.3 billion invest¬ 
ment in U.S. plants, as the 
previous agreement did, 
but this time the UAW 
spelled out which plants 
would get that investment 
in a summary given to 
workers.□

But rising 
inventories for equipment, 
pharmaceuticals and 
chemicals suggest that 
wholesalers still see ongo¬ 
ing demand heading into 
end of the year. 

Wholesale inventories are 
at a seasonally adjusted 
$583.9 billion, 4.1 percent 
above a year ago.

Israel struggles to contain wave of stabbing attacks

GAZA CITY, Gaza Strip (AP) 

— Unrest that erupted sev¬ 
eral weeks ago at Jerusa¬ 
lem’s most sensitive holy 
site spread Friday to Gaza 
in the form of deadly bor¬ 
der clashes with Palestinian 
protesters, as Israeli security 
forces struggled to contain 
a wave of Palestinian stab¬ 
bing attacks against civil¬ 
ians and soldiers. 

For the first time since the 
current violence began, 
clashes broke out along 
the Gaza border after Pal¬ 
estinians in the territory 


ruled by the Islamic militant 
group Hamas rolled burn¬ 
ing tires and threw rocks at 
Israeli troops on the frontier. 
Six Palestinians were killed 
and a dozen were wound¬ 
ed, the Palestinian Health 
Ministry said. 

The Israeli military said 
“More than a thousand ri¬ 
oters infiltrated the buffer 
zone engaging fhe forces 
af the security fence. Riot¬ 
ers reached the security 
fence- hurled a grenade, 
rocks and rolled burn¬ 
ing tires at Israeli forces ... 
threatening to breach the 
fence and storm the adja¬ 
cent communities.” It said

The unpredictability and 
brutality of the assaults, 
coupled with the young 
age of some of the at¬ 
tackers, have shocked 
Israelis and raised fears a 
new Palestinian intifada 
— or uprising — could be 
underway. 

In Jerusalem, a Palestinian 
stabbed and wounded a 
14-year-old Israeli with a 


vegetable peeler Friday 
before being arrested. In 
another attack near the 
entrance of Kiryat Arba, 
a West Bank settlement, a 
Palestinian was shot dead 
by a police officer after 
he attacked him with a 
knife and tried to seize his 
weapon, police said. 

In northern Israel, a 
29-year-old Arab-lsraeli 
woman was shot and 
wounded while trying to 
stab people at a bus sta¬ 
tion in the town of Afula, 
where another stabbing 
had taken place the day 
before, police said. 
Gaza-based Hamas lead¬ 
er Ismail Haniyeh applaud¬ 
ed the recent Palestinian 
stabbing attacks across Is¬ 
rael at a speech at Friday 
prayers, labeling it as an 
intifada.

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IS advances near Syria’s Aleppo despite Russian strikes

BEIRUT (AP) — Islamic State 
militants captured a string 
of villages near Aleppo on 
Friday in a lightning attack 
that brought them closer 
to the prized city in north¬ 
ern Syria, despite a major 
increase in Russian airstrikes 
that Moscow insists are tar¬ 
geting the extremists. 

The surprise advance that 
brought the IS group to 
within a few miles of Alep¬ 
po was the most significant 
in months, following what 
has largely been a summer 
of stalemate in the war 
against the extremists. 

It comes amid a wave of 
intense Russian airstrikes 
that have targeted insur¬ 
gents fighting to topple 
President Bashar Assad, 
and a ground offensive 
by the Syrian army in the 
country’s central region. 
Moscow says it is targeting 
mainly Islamic State mili¬ 
tants, but U.S. officials and 
Syrian rebels have said the 
strikes have hit mainstream 
rebels for the most part 
and are aimed at shoring 
up Assad’s embattled gov¬ 
ernment and troops. Many 
of the rebel groups hit by 
the Russian strikes are also 
at war with the IS group. 
“Everyone who wants to 
fight the rebels says that 
they are coming to fight 
Daesh while in fact they 
want to fight the rebels,” 
said Bahaa al-Halaby, an 
activist based in the city 
of Aleppo, using an Arabic 
acronym for the group. 

He said the Russians have 
not carried out attacks 
against IS in Aleppo, which 
is split between govern¬ 
ment forces and various 
insurgent groups. “They are 
trying to finish off the reb¬ 
els,” he said. 

Other activists wondered 
where the Americans 
were. 


“Why didn’t America at¬ 
tack Daesh fighters during 
their attack?” asked Rami 
Abdurrahman, director of 
the Britain-based Syrian 
Observatory for Human 
Rights. 

Russian General Staff 
deputy chief Lt. Gen. Igor 
Makushev said Russian 
warplanes conducted 67 
sorties over the past day — 
a significant increase over 
previous days. 

He said the strikes killed 100 
militants and destroyed an 
ammunition dump near 
Aleppo. 

“Militants are sustaining 
substantial losses under 
the Russian airstrikes and 
are having to change their 
tactics, to scatter their 
forces, to carefully disguise 
themselves and hide in set¬ 
tlement,” he said. 

An international human 
rights group said Friday 
that apparent Russian air¬ 
strikes on the central town 
of Talbiseh on Sept. 30 
killed at least 17 civilians 
and wounded 72, adding 
that the incident should be 
investigated for possible vi¬ 
olations of the laws of war. 
Human Rights Watch said 
local groups operating in 
the central Homs prov¬ 
ince said that jets that

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — 

The U.N. Security Coun¬ 
cil on Friday adopted a 
resolution to authorize the 
European Union and indi¬ 
vidual countries to seize 
migrant-smuggling vessels 
on the high seas off Libya. 
“People cannot profit from 
this evil trade with impu¬ 
nity,” British Ambassador 
Matthew Rycroft said, call¬ 
ing the crisis one of the 
greatest challenges of this 
generation. 

The resolution, negotiated 
off and on for months, is 
under Chapter 7 of the 
U.N. Charter, which means 
it can be militarily en¬ 
forced. African members 
of the 15-member council 
had expressed concern 
about that. 

The resolution also autho¬ 
rizes the European Union 
and individual nations to 
board vessels “with a view 
to saving the threatened 
lives of migrants or of vic¬ 
tims of human trafficking.” 
The International Organi¬ 
zation for Migration says 
2,987 migrants have died 
so far in 2015 in the Medi¬ 
terranean Sea crossing. 
The resolution authorizes 
the search and seizure 
operation for one year. It 
says migrants “should be 
treated with humanity and 
dignity." 

Council diplomats have 
said migrants on vessels 
that are searched and 
seized would be taken to 
Europe. 

The resolution underscores 
that the intention is not to 
prevent individuals from 
exercising their human 
rights or prevent them 
from seeking protection. 
Venezuela was the only 
council member that 
didn’t approve the reso¬ 


lution, instead abstain¬ 
ing and saying the crisis 
requires a broader ap¬ 
proach beyond a military 
one. Rycroft called the 
abstention “disappoint¬ 
ing" but acknowledged 
that the military approach 
is a “small part” of what's 
needed. 

The EU initially wanted a 
naval operation in Libyan 
territorial waters and along 
its coast, but Libya object¬ 
ed. Its approval is needed 
for such an operation, but 
the North African country 
remains divided between 
two rival governments, 
which the U.N. is trying to 
lead into a final peace 
deal. 

Smugglers have exploited 
the chaos in the country to 
launch often flimsy boats 
full of migrants and refu¬ 
gees toward Europe. 

The U.N. envoy for Libya 
late Thursday proposed a 
national unity government 
after months of difficult 
talks. Rycroft urged the ri¬ 
val governments to “get 
with the program” and 
support it. 

Moving to the next phase 
of the EU operation, inter¬ 
cepting migrant-smug¬ 
gling boats in Libyan wa¬ 
ters, will require “clear 
consent” from Libya and 
another council resolution, 
Rycroft said. He said there 
was no proposal yet to 
pursue that. 

The original draft of the 
resolution approved Fri¬ 
day would have autho¬ 
rized the destruction of the 
vessels, but the resolution 
states that any action on 
disposal of a seized vessel 
musf be taken in accor¬ 
dance with international 
law “with due consider¬ 
ation of the interests of 
any third parties who have 
acted in good faith.”□

DHAKA, Bangladesh (AP) 

— The cafes and restau¬ 
rants are empty. The chat¬ 
ter of guests in hotel lob¬ 
bies has gone quiet. The 
high-walled embassy com¬ 
pounds are even more 
closely guarded. 

The recent killings of two 
foreigners in Bangladesh — 
an Italian and a Japanese 

— have spooked tour¬ 
ists and expatriates in the 
moderate, secular South 
Asian nation, raising alarms 
about whether Islamic 
radicals are gaining a foot¬ 
hold and whether foreign¬ 
ers are safe. The Islamic 
State group claimed re¬ 
sponsibility for both killings, 
but Bangladesh’s govern¬ 
ment denied the extremist 
Sunni group was involved. 
Instead, it accused the 
opposition of supporting a 
conspiracy to destabilize 
the impoverished country 
of 160 million — a charge 


the opposition denies. Any 
lost confidence in security 
could damage the coun¬ 
try’s economy, which relies 


heavily on foreign aid and 
investment. Already, ho¬ 
tels and shops catering to 
the foreign community say 


they are seeing losses. 

“The killings are affecting 
our business. We had to 
cancel some bookings,” 


said a five-star hotel man¬ 
ager in Dhaka, asking that 
neither she nor the hotel be 
identified for fear of hurting 
business further. 

Another hotel manager, 
also refusing to be iden¬ 
tified, said they have in¬ 
creased security staffing 
and video surveillance. “If 
there is any suspicion," he 
said, “our people in plain¬ 
clothes are working around 
the hotel.” Last week’s 
near-identical attacks on 
Italian Cesare Tavella and 
Japan’s Kunio Hoshi — 
both were gunned down 
in daylight by motorcycle¬ 
riding youths — stunned 
many in Bangladesh for 
targeting two foreigners 
who had been involved in 
agricultural projects meant 
to help the poor. Tavella 
was shot in Dhaka’s diplo¬ 
matic quarter, while Hoshi 
was attacked five days lat¬ 
er in a village 300 kilome¬ 
ters (185 miles) to the north.

Studies say 1/3 of young men in China to die from smoking

BEIJING (AP) — Research 
published in the medical 
journal The Lancet says one 
in three of all the young 
men in China are likely to 
die from tobacco, but that 
the number can fall if the 
men quit smoking. 

The studies, conducted 
by researchers from Ox¬ 
ford University, the Chinese 
Academy of Medical Sci¬ 
ences and the Chinese 
Center for Disease Control, 
show that two-thirds of the 
young men in China start to 
smoke, mostly before age 
20, and that half of those 
will eventually be killed by 
tobacco unless they stop 
permanently. 

The research, involving 
two studies 15 years apart 


and including hundreds of 
thousands of people, says 
the number of tobacco 
deaths, mostly among 
men, reached 1 million by 
2010 and will hit 2 million by 
2030 if current trends con¬ 
tinue. 

But researchers say the 
trends could be stemmed if 
the smokers quit. 

“The key to avoid this huge 
wave of deaths is cessa¬ 
tion, and if you are a young 
man, don’t start," said co¬ 
author Richard Peto, from 
the University of Oxford. 
Smoking rates have 
dropped significantly 

among men in developed 
countries. In the United 
States, about 20 percent 
of adult men smoke and 15 
percent of women do, and 
cigarette smoking causes 


about one of every five 
deaths, said the U.S. Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and 
Prevention. 

In China, the percentage 
of smokers among Chinese 
men has been on the rise 
in recent decades as ciga¬ 
rettes have become easily 
available. 

As more Chinese people 
start to puff at younger 
ages, researchers expect 
the proportion of male 
deaths attributed to smok¬ 
ing to increase. 

Around the world, tobacco 
kills up to half of its users, 
and more than 5 million 
deaths annually result from 
direct tobacco use, ac¬ 
cording to the World Health 
Organization. 

However, with tobacco 
an important source of 


revenue for the Chinese 
government, Beijing's ef¬ 
forts to control tobacco 
use have in the past been 
compromised. Also, many 
people in China find it dif¬ 
ficult to kick the habit in a 
culture where smoking has 
become so ingrained. 

“It is difficult, because there 
is a lot of pressure at work, 
so I smoke to alleviate the 
tension,” Beijing office 
worker Wei Bin, 32, said in 
an interview.“At the same 
time our country does not 
provide good support for 
people who want to quit. I 
have tried electronic ciga¬ 
rettes, but I think that is per¬ 
haps worse,” Wei said. 
Some people are showing 
growing signs of awareness 
of the health risks. 

“Three years ago, I used to 


smoke, but now I realize it is 
bad for health and also the 
environment, so I quit,” of¬ 
fice worker Ma Huiwei, 35, 
said in downtown Beijing. 
The research published 
in The Lancet shows that 
the number of young men 
smoking in China has in¬ 
creased, and the percent¬ 
age of all male deaths 
in China that can be at¬ 
tributed to smoking is rising, 
while younger generations 
of Chinese women have 
become less likely to smoke 
compared to those born in 
the 1930s. 

Yet, researchers also worry 
that this downward trend 
among Chinese women 
might be reversed as other 
studies have shown more 
young women taking up 
smoking recentlyO

biggest economies have 
committed to toughening 
laws and boosting cross- 
border cooperation to pre¬ 
vent multinational com¬ 
panies from avoiding as 
much as $250 billion a year 
in taxes. 

The unanimous agreement 
was announced Friday in 
Peru’s capital on the side¬ 
lines of the International 
Monetary Fund’s annual 
meeting. The plan, to be 
presented to heads of state 
for approval next month at 
a Group of 20 summit in Tur¬ 
key, seeks to address con¬ 
cerns about whether large 
companies such as Apple 
and Google are paying 


their fair amount of taxes. 
The 15-point action plan 
was drafted by the Organi¬ 
zation for Economic Coop¬ 
eration and Development 
in consultation with more 
than 100 countries. It seeks 
to eliminate so-called “tax 
shopping” for most-favor- 
able rates, profit shifting 
and a host of other strate¬ 
gies estimated to cost be¬ 
tween 4 and 10 percent of 
global corporate income 
tax annually. 

“This isn’t about whether 
you have high taxes or law 
taxes, it's about whether 
you’re paying your taxes,” 
said British Finance Minister 
George Osborne. 

Angel Gurria, secretary 
general of the OECD, said 
the plan's implementation 
will be key given the wide 


range of capacities and 
resources of tax authori¬ 
ties around the world. To 


that end. Treasury Secre¬ 
tary Jacob Lew said the 
U.S. is doubling funding to 


help developing countries 
improve their technical 
expertise.Q

Official: Lottery scam linked 
to murder of Jamaica family 


KINGSTON, Jamaica (AP) 

— Attackers killed six mem¬ 
bers of the same fam¬ 
ily and set their clapboard 
home on fire in northern 
Jamaica, and the island’s 
security minister on Friday 
linked the massacre to the 
island’s international lot¬ 
tery scam crime rings. 

The Jamaica Constabulary 
Force said the dead in the 
Logwood section of Ha¬ 
nover parish included two 
teenagers and a 62-year- 
old man. The bodies were 
found in the rubble of the 
burned house. Four other 
occupants of the home 
were being treated for 
burns, with two reported in 
critical condition 
Police did not provide spe¬ 
cifics about the case or 
say anything about a mo¬ 
tive. 

However, National Secu¬ 
rity Minister Peter Bunting 
linked the killings to Jamai¬ 
can scam rings that gener¬ 


ally prey on elderly people 
in the United States by co¬ 
ercing money from them 
after tricking victims into 
thinking they won a lottery. 
Authorities say clashes 
among rival rings have 
long been responsible for 
the majority of homicides 
in northern parishes of the 
Caribbean island where 
many of the criminals are 
based. 

Bunting said the slayings 
in Logwood were an ex¬ 
ample of "how much of a 
danger lottery scamming 
is to the security of our 
country.” 

This “heinous crime shows 
that scamming not only 
affects those who par¬ 
ticipate and directly profit 
from it, but those who as¬ 
sociate with them, even 
where those associations 
are distant,” he said. 
Authorities have lately 
made progress capturing 
lottery scam suspects.Q

Study Reveals $3.16 Billion in Cruise Tourism Expenditures During 2014/15 


ORANJESTAD/COZUMEL (PRNewswire-HISPANIC 
PR WIRE) - Today Business Research & Economic 
Advisors (BREA) launched its analysis of spend¬ 
ing related to cruise tourism and its impact on 
destinations’ economies. The triennial study 
engaged by the FCCA included a record 35 
participating destinations throughout the Carib¬ 
bean, Mexico and Central and South America. 
It found that cruise tourism generated $3.16 bil¬ 
lion in direct expenditures, 75,050 jobs and $976 
million in employee wages among participating 
destinations during the 2014/2015 cruise year 
and the 23.6 million passengers disembarking 
ships and visiting the destinations. 

The main driver-average expenditure per pas¬ 
senger-increased to $103.83, 8.25 percent high¬ 
er than the 2011 /2012 cruise year and account¬ 
ing for $2.45 billion. Contributing to this increase 
were passengers spending 30 percent more per 
passenger on shore excursions, 20 percent more 
per passenger for local crafts and souvenirs and 
two percent more for food and beverages, 
along with a higher percentage of passengers 
making purchases in each of these categories. 
In fact, more than half of all transit passengers 
that went ashore purchased a shore excursion 
and food and beverages. 

Just over 75 percent of passenger expenditures 
were made in four categories: watches and 
jewelry ($877 million), shore excursions ($551 mil¬ 
lion), clothing ($238 million), and food and bev¬ 



erages ($189 million). Shore excursions was the 
most popular category, with over half (53 per¬ 
cent) of all passengers purchasing this and local 
tour operators receiving an average of $43.99 
per passenger directly from cruise passengers 
and cruise lines. 

The estimated 4.5 million crewmembers visiting 
the 35 participating destinations spent approxi¬ 
mately $302 million for goods and services, with 
an average per crew expenditure of $67.10, 
heavily weighted toward food and beverages, 
jewelry, and electronics.In addition to net pay¬ 
ments to local tour operators, cruise lines also 
provided data for payments to ports for passen¬ 
ger taxes and port services, as well as payments 
to local businesses for supplies and services. 
These categories accounted for an estimated 
$400.8 million. 

Other key findings from the study include that 63 
percent of passengers made their first visit at the 


destination; 93.7 percent went ashore; 65 per¬ 
cent made onshore purchases; and passengers 
spent an average 4.38 hours ashore. Plus visit 
satisfactions surveys found fhaf cruise passen¬ 
gers were very satisfied wifh their overall destina¬ 
tion visit; shore excursions received the highest 
score of all visit attributes; and passenger inter¬ 
actions with residents and store employees were 
very positive. 

The study was released at the 22nd annual FCCA 
Cruise Conference & Trade Show in Cozumel, 
Mexico. Cozumel itself participated in the study 
and ranked third in overall expenditures with 
$365 million. St. Maarten led all destinations with 
nearly $423 million (while ranking third in passen¬ 
ger and crew onshore visits, it had the highest 
average total expenditure per visit of $189), fol¬ 
lowed by the Bahamas with $373 million. 

The FCCA engages this study as one of many 
ways it works with destinations to foster under¬ 
standing of cruise tourism, its benefits and how 
to best actualize its potential. The study’s release 
during the FCCA Cruise Conference & Trade 
Show further adds to the event’s focus on maxi¬ 
mizing this potential through a series of meet¬ 
ings, workshops and networking opportunities 
between destination stakeholders and cruise 
executives to offer insight and develop business 
and relationships.

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Phil Mickelson takes the blame for ball blunder

INCHEON, South Korea 
(AP) — Phil Mickelson has 
played 49 matches in the 
21 years since the Presi¬ 
dents Cup began. 

And he learned something 
new Friday. 

For starters, Mickelson was 
not aware of the one-ball 
rule in fourballs and singles 
matches, meaning that 
players can't change the 
model of their golf ball 
during the match. Fie also 
didn’t realize that a match 
could go from all square to 
2 up in just one hole. 

“That’s the first time I’ve 
ever heard of that hap¬ 
pening,” he said. 

It turned out to be a costly 
mistake when Mickelson 
and Zach Johnson halved 
their fourballs match with 
Jason Day and Adam 
Scott, and that allowed 
the International team to 
pull within one point of fhe 
Americans going into Sat¬ 
urday. 

There’s rarely a dull mo¬ 
ment around Mickelson, 
and that was the case 
Friday at the Jack Nick- 
laus GolfClub Korea. For 
the second straight day, 
he holed a bunker shot 
that helped to turn his 
match around. For the sec¬ 
ond straight day, tensions 
were high coming to the 
final green. 

All fhaf was overlooked 
because Mickelson didn’t 
know the rules — and in this 
case, neither did the rules 
committee.

It was a double blunder, 
and it started when Mick¬ 
elson reached into his 
bag for a golf ball wifh a 
slightly harder cover that 
he thought would help him 
reach the green in two on 
the par-5 seventh hole. 
Mickelson found the fair¬ 
way and was sauntering 
to his ball when he noticed 
U.S. captain Jay Plaas fol¬ 
lowing them. 

“I was talking with Jay and I 
just thought, ‘Gosh, I’m go¬ 
ing to ask. I’m sure it’s not 
an issue,”’ Mickelson said. 
“And it turns out that there 
was a one-ball rule and it 


was an issue. As a player, 
you need to know that. 
You need to know the rules, 
and if you have a question, 
you do it beforehand.” 

No one knew the ramifica¬ 
tions. 

The penalty for violating 
the one-ball rule is called 
a one-hole adjustment, 
meaning the one hole 
is awarded to the other 
team. 

But the rules committee 
erred when it told Mickel¬ 
son that he was out of the 
hole, and Mickelson picked 
up his ball. Because the 
one-hole adjustment al¬ 


ready had been assessed, 
Mickelson should have 
been able to finish fhe 
hole. Fie was in the fairway 
just over 290 yards from the 
hole, which he could have 
reached with a good shot. 
But he never got that 
chance. Day made birdie 
and won the hole, so the 
International team went 2 
up heading to the eighth 
hole. 

“The weird thing was I’ve 
never heard of a match 
adjustment penalty,” he 
said. “I just thought, ‘OK, 
if I hif the wrong ball, no 
big deal. Zach will cover 


me on this hole' But obvi¬ 
ously, that's not what hap¬ 
pened.” 

Mark Russell, the senior 
vice president of rules and 
competition for the PGA 
Tour who took the blame 
for the mistake, said the 
committee could not go 
back and let Mickelson fin¬ 
ish the hole because “al¬ 
lowing a correction could 
potentially undermine the 
strategy" with players on 
both teams having already 
hit their shots. 

Mickelson had reason to 
be confused. 

The Ryder Cup does not 
have a one-ball rule when 
it is played in America, nor 
does the PGA Champion¬ 
ship. So he thought noth¬ 
ing of using a different ball, 
especially one day after 
a foursomes match (alter¬ 
nate shot) where teams 
can switch golf balls on ev¬ 
ery hole. 

Asked to comment on his 
match, Mickelson smiled 
and said, “Zach and I had 
a very uneventful day. We 
walked away with a tie." 
Fie took the blame, even 
though it was shared with 
the rules staff, saying that 
he never should have put 
the staff in that position if 
he had known the rule. And 
Mickelson wasn’t bothered 
that his team had to settle 
for a halve. 

“I feel like we spoffed the 
International’s best team 
two holes, and they still 
couldn't beat us,” he said. 
“Just saying.”□ 


Bernhard Longer takes 2-shot lead in SAS Championship 


CARY, N.C. (AP) — Bern- 
hard Longer shot a 7-un- 
der 65 in windy conditions 
Friday to take a two-stroke 
lead in the Champions 
Tour’s SAS Championship. 
The 58-year-old German 
star had seven birdies in a 
bogey-free round at Pre- 
stonwood Country Club.

“I never really struggled for 
par. It was stressless golf in 
a sense where I just kept 
the ball in play and took 
my chances and made the 
odd putt here and there." 
Gene Sauers, John Rieg- 
ger and Scott Dunlap shot 
67, and Kenny Perry was 
another stroke back along 
with Tom Lehman, Duffy 
Waldorf, Kevin Sutherland, 
Rod Spittle, Greg Kraft and 
Olin Browne. 

“It's one of the windier days 
I've played out here, so it 


was a challenge right out 
of the box,” Waldorf said. 
Longer is third in the Charles 
Schwab Cup points race, 
388 points behind leader 
Colin Montgomerie and 
Jeff Maggert wifh four 
events left. Montgomerie 
was tied for 17th after a 70, 
and Maggert was tied for 
36th after a 72. The tour¬ 
nament winner will get 315 
points. Longer is trying to 
become the first three-time 
Cup winner after taking the 
season titles in 2010 and 
2014. 

Longer skipped the last 
Champions Tour event 
in September at Pebble 
Beach to play in the Euro¬ 


pean’s European Open at 
a course he designed in 
Germany. 

“The goal is to draw closer 
to the two guys or maybe 
even pass them, but that's 
a big challenge,” Longer 
said about Montgomerie 
and Maggert. “They’re 
both very good golfers. 
They've had fanfastic 
years. So, it’s not going to 
be easy, but today was a 
good start.” Maggert has 
a tour-high four victories 
this year, winning major 
titles in the Regions Tradi¬ 
tion and U.S. Senior Open. 
Montgomerie successfully 
defended his tifle in the Se¬

TORONTO (AP) - Backup 
infielder Hanser Alberto sin¬ 
gled home the go-ahead 
run in the 14th inning and 
the Texas Rangers beat the 
Toronto Blue Jays 6-4 Friday 
for a 2-0 lead in the best-of- 
five American League Divi¬ 
sion Series. 

The underdog Rangers will 
try to sweep the Blue Jays 
at home in Game 3 Sun¬ 
day. Martin Perez will start 
for Texas against Marco Es¬ 
trada. 

Alberto, batting last and 
only in the lineup because 
star third baseman Adri¬ 
an Beltre was out with a 
strained back, made an 
error that led to Toronto’s 
first two runs. He delivered 
an RBI single with two outs 
in the 14th, and Delino 
DeShields followed with an 
infield hit for another run. 
Alberto, a 22-year-old rook¬ 
ie who made his big league 
debut this season, also had 
a sacrifice fly. 

Texas shut out the highest- 
scoring team in the majors 
after the fifth inning. The vic¬ 
tory for first-year manager 
Jeff Banister’s team made 
road clubs 5-0 in the play¬ 
offs so far - the only previ¬ 
ous time that happened 
in the postseason was the 
1906 all-Chicago World Se¬ 
ries, STATS said. 

Keone Kela (1-0) worked 
one inning for the win, stay¬ 
ing calm after a dustup 
with Toronto slugger Josh 
Donaldson. 

Ross Ohlendorf, with an 
old-school, double-armed 
windup, finished for a save. 
The 33-year-old journey¬ 


man picked up the first 
save of his major league 
career earlier this year. 

Mike Napoli hit a tying sin¬ 
gle for Texas in the eighth. 
Another packed crowd at 
Rogers Centre that made a 
lot of noise early was quiet 
at the very end. Toronto, 
back in the postseason for 
the first time since winning 
the 1993 World Series, lost 
for the second straight day 
at home. 

Rougned Odor hit a 
two-out single off LaTroy 
Hawkins (0-1) in the 14th 
but was nearly thrown out 


after going too far around 
second base on a single 
by Chris Gimenez, with the 
call confirmed by replay 
review. That call proved 
pivotal when Alberto lined 
a single to center, sending 
Odor tumbling home. 

After Liam Hendriks re¬ 
placed Hawkins, DeShields 
beat out his hit. 

Donaldson was back in the 
lineup after taking a knee 
to the head trying to break 
up a double play in the 
opener. He homered in his 
return. 

Both benches and both 
bullpens briefly emptied 


in the bottom of the 13th 
when Donaldson and Kela 
traded words after the 
slugger's deep foul went 
foul. Donaldson eventually 
struck out. 

Toronto starter Marcus Stro- 
man took a 4-3 lead into the 
eighth. He left after a lead- 
off single by DeShields, and 
Shin-Soo Choo put down a 
sacrifice bunt against Brett 
Cecil. 

After Prince Fielder struck 
out, Napoli singled. Napoli 
had been 2 for 17 in his ca¬ 
reer against Cecil before 
the tying hit. 

Napoli was caught in a run¬ 


down to end the inning, but 
Cecil suffered a strained left 
calf and had to be helped 
off the field by the trainer. 
Rangers outfielder Josh 
Hamilton finished 0 for 6 
and is hitless in his past 30 
postseason at-bats.

-- The Kansas City Royals 
whipped out the same for¬ 
mula that carried them to 
last year's World Series to 
turn back the Houston As¬ 
tros and tie their AL Division 
Series at a game apiece. 
Some clutch hitting. Stingy 
defense. An unflappable 
bullpen. 

Even a little help from re¬ 
play. 

“Just battling,” first base- 
man Eric Hosmer said. 
“That's what this team 
does so well." 

The Royals rallied from a 
three-run deficit Friday, 
getting a go-ahead sin¬ 
gle from Ben Zobrist in fhe 
seventh inning, and then 
watched Wade Davis and 
the bullpen make it stand 
in a 5-4 victory that brought 
back memories of their nip- 
and-tuck postseason of a 
year ago. 

The Royals knoffed fhe 
game af 4 off Scott Kazmir 
and relievers Oliver Perez 
and Josh Fields in the sixth. 
Kansas City took the lead 
in the seventh when Al- 
cides Escobar led off with 
a triple against Will Harris 
(0-1) and Zobrist followed 
with his single through the 
left side. 

Kelvin Herrera (1-0) and 
Ryan Madson each tossed 
a scoreless inning for fhe 
Royals, and Davis came on 
to close it - though the real 
drama was only beginning. 
Davis walked Preston 
Tucker with one out, and 
speedy Carlos Gomez 
came in as a pinch-runner. 
Davis snapped a throw 


to Hosmer at first, and he 
neatly snagged it on one 
hop as Gomez made a 
dive back to the bag. Go¬ 
mez was initially ruled safe, 
but the call was overturned 
upon review. 

“That play that Hos made 
on the pickoff, I don't know 
if fhere's a lof of first base- 
men that can make that 
play," Royals manager 
Ned Yost said. “It was tre¬ 
mendous.” 

Jose Altuve then grounded 
out to end it, giving Davis 
the save. 

It was a crucial victory 
considering what awaits 
Kansas City in Game 3 on 


Sunday: Astros ace Dallas 
Keuchel, who was 15-0 at 
home this season. Edinson 
Volquez will start for Kansas 
City. 

“We were in position to 
win that game. Their bull¬ 
pen did a very good job of 
shuffing us down,” Astros 
manager A.J. Hinch said. 
“We’ve got some work 
to do to win this series. It's 
going to be a good series. 
These are two really good 
teams.” 

Two starters acquired with 
October in mind, Kazmir 
and Royals counterpart 
Johnny Cueto, pitched 
mostly to a stalemate Fri¬ 


day, which meant the out¬ 
come hinged on the bull- 
pens.

We had the mo¬ 
mentum going." 

The Astros jumped on Cue¬ 
to right from fhe start, just 
as they did Yordano Ven¬ 
tura in Game 1 on Thursday 
night. Rasmus doubled in a 
run in the first inning, and 
Springer added a two-run 
knock in the second as 
restless Royals fans began 
to shower their ace with 
boos. 

Perez got one back for 
Kansas Cify with his homer 
to left in the bottom half, 
but Rasmus matched him 
with his third home run in 
three games this postsea¬ 
son. 

Cueto finally seffled in, buf 
if looked as if it would be 
too late. Kazmir allowed 
a run in the third, but oth¬ 
erwise had Kansas City off 
balance until the sixth in¬ 
ning. 

Still trailing 4-2, Lorenzo 
Cain got the Royals' tying 
rally started with a double, 
and Hinch called for Oliver 
Perez.

SEATTLE (AP) - Given the 
opportunity that he didn't 
get in his previous stop as 
a general manager, Jerry 
Dipoto decided the best 
move for the Seattle Mari¬ 
ners was to bring in his own 
field boss from the start. 
That was reasoning behind 
Dipoto's decision to fire 
manager Lloyd McClen¬ 
don on Friday affer fwo 
seasons. Instead of mov¬ 
ing forward wifh someone 
who had differing baseball 


views, Dipoto will start his 
tenure in Seattle with some¬ 
one he chooses. 
"Everything we do is as a 
group," Dipoto said. "This 
isn’t an indictment of Lloyd. 
This is a representation of 
what we would like to build 
going forward. That is what 
we’ll do.” 

McClendon’s firing was far 
from a surprise and came 
less than a week after the 
Mariners concluded a dis¬ 
appointing 76-86 season. 
Seattle started the year 
with expectations of con¬ 


tending in the AL West 
and reaching the postsea¬ 
son, but instead finished in 
fourth place in fhe division. 
Dipoto was hired during 
the final week of the regu¬ 
lar season to replace Jack 
Zduriencik and said he 
would take his time evalu¬ 
ating whether McClendon 
would return. McClendon 
was under contract for the 
2016 season. 

Dipoto said he has great 
respect for McClendon 
but realized in meetings 
this week and last that 


their baseball philosophies 
would not be the best 
match going forward. 

"This was an opportunity to 
come into an organization 
and create a vision and I 
feel like this is the best way 
to do that,” Dipoto said. 
Dipoto came to Seattle af¬ 
ter leaving behind a rocky 
relationship with the An¬ 
gels and manager Mike 
Scioscia over the summer. 
Scioscia was already en¬ 
trenched when Dipoto was 
hired in Los Angeles. 

Rather than try to force a 


relationship in Seattle, Di¬ 
poto will now be able to 
bring in someone he wants 
to work with, although he 
said the situation with the 
Angels didn’t play heavily 
into his decision with Mc¬ 
Clendon. 

"I thought through all the 
different angles, the way 
the clubhouse would be af¬ 
fected, the way the organi¬ 
zation would be affected,'' 
Dipoto said. "I incorporat¬ 
ed a number of people in 
making the decision and

NEW YORK (AP) — One of 

the six remaining undefeat¬ 
ed NFL teams will be on the 
field in Cincinnati on Sun¬ 
day when Seattle visits. 

It’s not the Seahawks. 

Not only are the Bengals 
4-0, they've been as im¬ 
pressive as any squad one- 
quarter into their schedule. 
They rank second in total 
offense, and only Atlanta 
and Arizona have scored 
more than Cincinnati’s 121 
points. 

With Baltimore off to a 
weak start and Pittsburgh 
missing Ben Roethlisberger, 
the AFC North could be 
their domain. 

Just don't bring that up 
with coach Marvin Lewis. 
“The players have done 
what they’ve been asked 
to do and that’s all we can 
be,” he said. “They’ve been 
down these roads before, 
and four (wins) doesn’t get 
you anything and they re¬ 
alize that. 

“So we've just got to keep 
playing. The other people, I 
can't talk for. I don’t under¬ 
stand what people expect 
us to be.” 

For years, they were ex¬ 
pected to be the Bungles. 
That changed when Lewis 
came aboard in 2003. 
They’ve made the playoffs 


four straight seasons, albeit 
exiting each time after one 
game. 

Seattle’s track record is a 
whole lot better as the Se¬ 
ahawks (2-2) seek a third 
straight Super Bowl trip. 
They come off a tight win 
against Detroit aided by a 
botched officiating call at 
the end, and they have se¬ 
vere pass protection issues. 
“There’s a lot of ways for us 
here to get better obvious¬ 
ly,” said Seahawks coach 
Pete Carroll, whose team 
has rallied from an 0-2 start. 
“And that's really what our 
theme is, to continue to 
strive to find those ways, 
adjust things, and fix things 
so that we can be more 
efficient and more consis¬ 
tent. It hasn’t been like we 
like it, but we’re pleased to 
be getting on track, and 
the way the defense is 
playing gives us a chance 
every week.” 

The St. Louis Rams go to un¬ 
beaten Green Bay sudden¬ 
ly having some offensive 
weapons to go with their 
strong defense and pass 
rush. Wide receiver Tavon 
Austin became the first 
player in NFL history to have 
punt returns of 75 yards or 
longer in three straight 
seasons and is contribut¬ 
ing in the passing game. 
Top draft pick Todd Gurley 


ran for all but 40 of his 146 
yards last week in the fourth 
quarter. 

St. Louis will need all of 
that pass rush against the 
league's top passer, Aaron 
Rodgers. His string without 
being picked at home has 
reached 486 passes and 32 
touchdowns. Since James 
Jones returned to Green 
Bay after the New York Gi¬ 
ants cut him, he has been 
dynamic and has six recep¬ 
tions of 25-plus yards. 

The Atlanta Falcons have 
scored 137 points, second 
in the league to Arizona, 
and, in a scheduling quirk, 
already are 3-0 against the 
NFC East. They’ve reached 
4-0 overall for the first 
time since 2012, when the 
team finished 13-3 and ad¬ 
vanced to the NFC Cham¬ 
pionship game. 

The visiting Washington 
Redskins are the league’s 
best overall on the ground, 
ranking first running it and 
second defending it. Albert 
Morris and Matt Jones are 
a solid combination in the 
backfield. 

The Denver Broncos have 
won the past seven meet¬ 
ings with the Oakland Raid¬ 
ers, including all six with 
Peyton Manning at quar¬ 
terback. Manning has led 
seven teams to a 4-0 start, 
easily the most in NFL his¬ 


tory for a passer. But it's 
been the Denver defense, 
ranked atop the league, 
that has been most respon¬ 
sible for the perfect mark. 
With 18 sacks, the Broncos 
are on pace to tie the re¬ 
cord of 72 held by the 1984 
Chicago Bears, but the 
Raiders have allowed only 
five sacks. 

Raiders kicker Sebastian 
Janikowski will set a fran¬ 
chise record with his 241st 


career game. 

Week 5 began on Thurs¬ 
day with Indianapolis’ 27- 
20 victory in Houston. Filling 
in for the injured Andrew 
Luck, 40-year-old Matt Has- 
selbeck threw two touch¬ 
down passes to former 
Texans star Andre Johnson. 
The Colts extended their 
AFC South winning streak 
to an NFL-record 16 games.

NEW YORK (AP) — Some¬ 
times “Like" just doesn't 
cut it. So how about Love 
or Angry? Haha or Sad? Or 
just Yay or Wow? 

Facebook is going “Inside 
Out” on the Like button, 
adding a range of new 
emotional reactions to the 
iconic thumbs-up icon it 
launched in 2009. 

You won’t see the new 
emoji right away unless you 
live in Ireland or Spain, the 
two locations the Menlo 
Park, California-based so¬ 
cial network chose to be¬ 
gin testing them on Friday. 
But Chris Cox, Facebook’s 
chief product officer, says 
in a posf fhaf the company 


plans to use the feedback 
from fhe test run to make 
improvements, with the 
hope of launching the but¬ 
tons globally “soon.” 

Many Facebook users have 
been clamoring for the 
company to add a “Dis¬ 


like” button for years, argu¬ 
ing fhaf hitfing the “Like” 
button in many instances 
— such as in reaction to a 
tragic news event — can 
seem a bit shallow, or even 
inappropriate. 

At the same time, typing 


out a thoughtful comment 
on a phone isn’t always 
easy. 

Cox says the company 
studied Facebook com¬ 
ments to see what reac¬ 
tions were most universally 
expressed through Face-

book and based the new 
buttons on that. 

“As you can see, it’s not a 
‘dislike’ button, though we 
hope it addresses the spirit 
of this request more broad¬ 
ly,” Cox's post reads. 

In order to see the buttons 
— which are available in 
the iPhone, Android and 
desktop versions of Face- 
book used in Ireland and 
Spain — users can either 
long-press or hover over 
the “Like” button. The but¬ 
tons will then appear for 
users to scroll through and 
select. 

Counters underneath a 
post will track how many 
of each reaction the post 
has received, similar to how 
likes are tracked now.Q 


New California law extends 
privacy rights to electronic data

NEW YORK (AP) — Califor¬ 
nia will require police to get 
a court order before they 
can search messages, pho¬ 
tos and other digital data 
stored on phones or com¬ 
pany servers in the nation’s 
most-populous state. 
Civil-liberties advocates 
called the new law that 
takes effect Jan. 1 an im¬ 
portant advance and said 
it highlights the need for 
similar protections at the 
national level. 

The California Electronic 
Communications Privacy 
Act was signed by Gov. 
Jerry Brown on Thursday. 
It’s only the third of its kind 
in the U.S. 


While some states guaran¬ 
tee some of its protections, 
only Maine and Utah previ¬ 
ously had comprehensive 
laws on the books, noted 
Hanni Fakhoury, senior staff 
attorney for the Electronic 
Frontier Foundation. 

“It's an expansive bill and 
this being California, it cov¬ 
ers a lot of people,” Fak¬ 
houry said of the state with 
a population of about 39 
million. “It’s an important 
thing and a good develop¬ 
ment.” 

The digital rights group, 
along with the American 
Civil Liberties Union, news 
organizations and tech 
companies, worked for the 
bill’s passage. They argued 
that previous California law 


dating back to the 1980s 
was in desperate need of 
an update given the dra¬ 
matic changes in the digi¬ 
tal world. 

But the bill’s opponents, 
including several Califor¬ 
nia police groups, argued 
that the measure would 
hamper the ability of law 
enforcement to investigate 
child pornographers and 
others who commit crimes 
online. 

Law-enforcement requests 
for people’s electronic 
information, particularly 
from technology compa¬ 
nies such as Google and 
Twitter, have skyrocketed 
in recent years, said Nicole 
Ozer, technology and civil 
liberties policy director for 


the ACLU of California. 
Previously, all that was gen¬ 
erally needed to get the in¬ 
formation was a subpoena. 
Now, under the new law, a 
warrant will be required in 
most cases. 

“It really is a true update 
of privacy law for the digi¬ 
tal world, making sure that 
sensitive information about 
who we are, and where we 
go, and what we do, and 
who we know is protected 
from government intru¬ 
sion," Ozer said. 

She added that “hopefully 


this will send an important 
message to Congress to 
make sure all that all Ameri¬ 
cans have these important, 
updated privacy protec¬ 
tions.” 

Advocates have tried to 
pass legislation at the na¬ 
tional level for years with¬ 
out any success. The Email 
Privacy Act, a proposed 
update to the Electronic 
Communications Privacy 
Act, has 300 sponsors in the 
U.S. House of Representa¬ 
tives, but its future remains 
unclear. □

2 Fed officials think that data 
will justify rate hike this year

WASHINGTON (AP) — It’s a question whose answer 
seems to be in constant flux: When will the Federal Re¬ 
serve finally raise interest rates? 

Two voting members of the Fed's policy committee 
weighed in Friday with a similar view: That a rate hike 
remains likely by the end of 2015 buf fhaf any Fed deci¬ 
sion will depend on how the economy fares between 
now and then. 

William Dudley, president of the Fed’s New York re¬ 
gional bank, and Dennis Lockhart, president of fhe 
Atlanta Fed, said that despite pressures from abroad, 
they thought the economy would keep performing 
af a solid enough pace to justify a rate hike at one of 
the Fed’s final two meetings of the year. Still, Dudley 
and Lockhart both cautioned that they would closely 
monitor the economic data to determine whether and 
when to endorse a rate increase. 

A third Fed official, Charles Evans, president of the 
Chicago Fed, also spoke Friday and delivered a more 
cautionary message: He urged the Fed to remain pa¬ 
tient because inflation remains well below its 2 percent 
target. 

“Before raising rates, I would like to have more confi¬ 
dence than I do today that inflation is indeed begin¬ 
ning to move higher,” Evans said in a speech in Mil¬ 
waukee, urging an “extra-patient approach” to rate 
policy. 

Evans is among the Fed’s “doves” — officials who worry 
more about threats from economic weakness than do 
“hawks," who focus more on the risk that inflation could 
run too high. 

The mixed messages delivered Friday won't resolve 
the uncertainty that has seized investors over wheth¬ 
er the Fed will start raising rates from record lows by 
year’s end. Dudley did signal that while a rate hike at 
the Oct. 27-28 meeting remains theoretically possible, 
any increase would more likely occur at the Dec. 15-16 
meeting. 

“Have we seen enough information between Septem¬ 
ber and October to convince us to do in October what 
we didn't do in September?" Dudley said. “That would 
be the question I would ask.” 

Lockhart noted that the Fed will have much more eco¬ 
nomic data available in December to help make a 
decision. The data will include jobs reports for October 
and November, inflation data for September and Oc¬ 
tober and the government's first two estimates of eco¬ 
nomic growth in the July-September quarter. 

Two more job reports may be critical in making the 
decision. The most recent employment report showed 
that employers cut back sharply on hiring in September 
and added fewer jobs in July and August than previous 
thought. 

Dudley suggested that other reports on the economy 
painted a brighter picture. 

“If you look at the U.S. economy right now, you see a 
pretty strong domestic economy,” he said. The trouble, 
he said, is that this strength is being offset somewhat by 
global weakness, including a slowdown in China, and 
a stronger U.S. dollar, which is hurting U.S. exports. 
Lockhart also acknowledged recent weakness in eco¬ 
nomic data. He noted that these reports followed a 
turbulent August in which concerns about China’s 
slowdown sent stock prices plunging. 

“While I have not changed my basic outlook, very re¬ 
cent data have not provided much confirmation that 
my narrative still holds," Lockhart said in a New York 
speech to the annual meeting of the Society of Ameri- 
canBusiness Editors and Writers. □

Gap shares fall on disappointing sales at Banana Republic

NEW YORK (AP) — The cre¬ 
ative director for Gap’s 
Banana Republic brand 
is stepping down after 18 
months in that role. 

The move announced late 
Thursday evening comes 
as the chain, which also 
operates Old Navy and 
Gap stores, reported a 
sharp drop for a key rev¬ 
enue measure in Septem¬ 
ber for the upscale brand. 
It marked the third-straight 
month of declines that 
were all in the double dig¬ 


its. 

Marissa Webb, who was 
hired to re-energize the 
Banana Republic brand 
and is known for her over¬ 
sized jackets, will transition 
into a creative-adviser role 
“affording her more time 
to focus on her own col¬ 
lection,” Gap Inc. said in a 
statement. The company 
said that it will continue to 
be a minority investor in 
Web’s label M Webb LLC. 
The move will be effective 
Oct. 16. 

The San Francisco-based 
retailer also offered a dis¬ 


appointing outlook on 
profitability for the current 
quarter. 

It stock fell $1.50, or 5.2 per¬ 
cent, to $27.45 during af¬ 
termarket trading. Through 
the close of regular-session 
trading Thursday, the stock 
is down 31 percent since 
the beginning of the year. 
The personnel change 
marks the second big 
management change in 
a week. It underscores the 
latest challenge facing Art 
Peck, the company’s CEO 
who took over the helm 
of Gap in February to turn 


around thebusiness. 

Last week, Gap an¬ 
nounced that its Old Navy 
President Stefan Larsson, 
had resigned and is tak¬ 
ing the CEO job at Ralph 
Lauren Corp. Larsson, who 
took over the top spot at 
Old Navy three years ago, 
spearheaded the brand's 
growth and has made it a 
star of its portfolio. 

The company has long 
been struggling to turn 
around its Gap name¬ 
sake business and im¬ 
prove business at Banana 
Republic. And executives 


had said they wanted to 
use Old Navy as a model 
for performance. 

Sales in stores open at least 
one year were flat at Gap 
stores, but fell 10 percent 
in Banana Republic in Sep¬ 
tember. At Old Navy, the 
measure rose 4 percent. 
The San Francisco compa¬ 
ny said in a pre-recorded 
call that women’s clothing 
sales “unexpectedly decel¬ 
erated” at Banana Repub¬ 
lic in September. Banana 
Republic is currently dis¬

Most of the 224,000 for¬ 
eigners living in Bangla¬ 
desh work for embassies, 
aid groups or one of the 
many international cloth¬ 
ing retailers that are part of 
the $25 billion garment in¬ 
dustry, a pillar of the econ¬ 
omy. Several countries, in¬ 
cluding the U.S., the Neth¬ 
erlands and Spain, have 
asked their embassy staff 
to stay away from crowd¬ 
ed places and travel in 
covered vehicles. 

Twelve foreigners ap¬ 
proached for comment 
this week declined to 
speak with The Associated 
Press for fear of drawing at¬ 
tention to themselves. 
Bangladeshi business con¬ 
sultant Shoaib Aziz said 
his Japanese wife was 
“upset and not feeling 
comfortable" about re¬ 
turning home from Japan, 
while many of his clients 
including Japanese busi¬ 
nesses “are delaying their 
planned tour of Bangla¬ 
desh. They have factories 
here, but are waiting and 
rescheduling.” 

Medical equipment im¬ 
porter Nur Ahmed, who 
frequently visits foreign 
clubs including the U.S. 
Embassy's American Club, 
said they were emptying 
early as foreigners head 
home before dark. 

The government insists it 
has the situation under 
control, and has sent offi¬ 
cials to reassure diplomats 
and pledged increased 
security. 


Prime Minister Sheikh Ha- 
sina has built her repu¬ 
tation on promises of 
cracking down on radi¬ 
cals, banning six hard¬ 
line militant groups while 
police arrested dozens of 
suspected members in re¬ 
cent years. 

While the government 
is secular and tradition¬ 
ally moderate, the emer¬ 
gence of Islamist politi¬ 
cal groups has created 
a clear divide between 
moderates and radicals 
and contributed to politi¬ 
cal instability. 

U.S. Ambassador Marcia 
Bernicat said this week 
that embassy staff felt saf¬ 
er after the government's 
reassurances. She praised 
Hasina’s “zero tolerance” 
of terrorism and said “we 
have everything we need 
to fight the emergence” 
of the Islamic State group 
in Bangladesh.

Why is elephant cancer rare? Answer might help treat humans

CHICAGO (AP) — Can¬ 
cer is much less common 
in elephants than in hu¬ 
mans, even though the big 
beasts’ bodies have many 
more cells. That's a para¬ 
dox known among scien¬ 
tists, and now researchers 
think they may have an ex¬ 
planation — one they say 
might someday lead to 
new ways to protect peo¬ 
ple from cancer. 
Compared with just one 
copy in humans, elephants’ 
cells contain 20 copies of a 
major cancer-suppressing 
gene, two teams of scien¬ 
tists report. The gene helps 
damaged cells repair 
themselves or self-destruct 
when exposed to cancer- 
causing substances. 

The findings aren’t proof 
that those extra p53 genes 
make elephants cancer- 
resistant, but if future re¬ 
search confirms it, scientists 
could try to develop drugs 
for humans that would 
mimic the effect. 

Dr. Joshua Schiffman, a pe¬ 
diatric cancer specialist at 
the University of Utah who 
led one of the teams, be¬ 
gan his research after hear¬ 
ing a lecture a few years 
ago about Peto’s para¬ 
dox. That refers to the fact 
that large animals includ¬ 
ing elephants and whales, 
have comparatively low 
cancer rates even though 
they have many more cells 
than smaller species. Can¬ 
cer involves uncontrolled 
cell growth. 

The lecture speaker men¬ 
tioned that elephants 
seemed to have extra cop¬ 
ies of the p53 gene. Schiff¬ 
man’s patients include chil¬ 
dren with incomplete p53 
genes because of a con¬ 
dition called Li-Fraumeni 
syndrome, which greatly 
increases their chances 
of developing cancer. So 
Schiffman sought to find

clues from the blood of 
eight elephants, Ringling 
Bros, circus animals and lo¬ 
cal zoo animals. 

His team — as well as a 
second group of scientists 
— pinned down the size of 
the elephants’ surplus — 20 
copies. The second team 
found many other species 
have only one copy, just 
like humans. 

Schiffman and his col¬ 
leagues compared how 
elephant cells reacted to 
radiation, compared with 
cells from 10 healthy hu¬ 
mans and 10 patients with 
Li-Fraumeni syndrome. 

The elephant cells self-de¬ 
structed at twice the rate 
of healthy human cells and 
more than five times the 


rate of cells from patients 
with the syndrome. Cells 
that don’t self-repair or self- 
destruct when exposed 
to carcinogens become 
prone to developing can¬ 
cer. 

The work was published 
Thursday in the Journal of 
the American Medical As¬ 
sociation. 

Dr. Judy Garber, director of 
cancer genetics and pre¬ 
vention at Dana-Farmer 
Cancer Institute in Boston, 
said the research is intrigu¬ 
ing but preliminary 
While the research won’t 
lead to any immediate 
treatment for humans, 
progress against cancer 
can come “from unexpect¬ 
ed directions," said Dr. Ted 


Gansler of the American 
Cancer Society. He noted 
that studies of eyelid and 
tooth development in mice 
led to drugs used for colon 
cancer, throat cancer, and 
several other cancers. 
Schiffman's team also 
analyzed necropsy data 
and found that elephants 
sometimes live as long as 
humans, yet only about 1 
in 20 die of cancer, versus 
about 1 in 4 humans. 

The second group of re¬ 
searchers, working with 
frozen zoo specimens, 
looked at more than 60 
other species and found 
only elephants and wooly 
mammoths, their extinct 
relatives, had extra copies 
of the cancer-suppressing 


gene. 

This team inserted el¬ 
ephants’ p53 genes into 
mouse cells and found that 
those cells behaved just 
like elephants and self-de¬ 
structed when exposed to 
DNA-damaging drugs, said 
co-author Vincent Lynch, 
an evolutionary biologist at 
the University of Chicago. 
His study is under review 
for publication and was re¬ 
leased online this week. 
Schiffman’s team is seeking 
funding for research into 
possible treatments based 
on the elephant research. 
While studies in humans are 
at least several years away, 
“we certainly think we've 
found something very in¬ 
triguing," Schiffman said.Q

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Apple co-founder Steve 
Jobs became renowned 
for conjuring a “reality dis¬ 
tortion field” that made 
people believe whatever 
he wanted. 

If he were still around, it’s 
easy to imagine that Jobs 
would be summoning all 
his powers of persuasion 
to protect a legacy that’s 
getting muddied with 
each cinematic take on his 
fascinating life. 

“Steve Jobs," which 
opened Friday, is the latest 
movie to examine a char¬ 
ismatic visionary who mes¬ 
merized the masses with his 
trendsetting gadgets while 
alienating his subordinates 
and friends with an almost- 
inhumane cruel streak. 

It’s the second movie 
about a Silicon Valley icon 
written by Aaron Sorkin, 
who won an Academy 
Award in 2011 for “The So¬ 
cial Network,” a dramati¬ 
zation of the friends and 
enemies that Mark Zucker- 
berg made while building 
Facebook into an Internet 
power. 

Zuckerberg, now 31, ridi¬ 
culed that movie as mostly 
fiction and publicly la¬ 
mented, “I just wished that 
nobody made a movie of 
me while I was still alive.” 
Jobs’ supporters probably 
won't be happy with Sor- 
kin’s posthumous interpre¬ 
tation of Jobs either, even 
though previously released 
movies have drawn similar 
portraits depicting him as 
an acid-dropping hippie 
turned megalomaniacal 
genius who berated and 
betrayed people. 

Here’s a look at how the 
latest biopic compares 
with some of its predeces¬ 
sors: 

“STEVE JOBS” (2015) 

This is the most provoca¬ 
tive and best acted of the 
bunch, spearheaded by 
Michael Fassbender, who 
stars as Jobs. The story un¬ 
folds in a much different 
format, but the overrid¬ 
ing message is the same: 
Jobs was a tortured soul 
who tortured those around 
him while striving to design 
machines that were made 


better than he was. 

The film, based loosely on a 
best-selling book by Jobs' 
hand-picked biographer 
Walter Isaacson, unfolds in 
three acts that take place 
before three presentations 
orchestrated by Jobs: the 
1984 debut of the Macin¬ 
tosh computer; a 1988 
showcase for the NeXT 
computer; and the 1998 
unveiling of the iMac. 

None of the pre-event 
scenes or dialogue actual¬ 
ly occurred, but the drama 
is designed to capture the 
relentless drive and haunt¬ 
ing demons that made

ers. Shortly before Sculley 
ousts Jobs from Apple, a 
tearful Wozniak (played by 
Josh Gad) wonders what 
happened to the friend 
he knew when they were 
making illegal boxes to 
make free long-distance 
phone calls. “You are the 
beginning and end of 
your own world,” Wozniak 
tells Jobs. This movie ends 
on an upbeat note, with 
Kutcher, as Jobs, narrat¬ 
ing “Here's To the Crazy 
Ones,” a famous TV com¬ 
mercial that ran as part of 
Apple’s “Think Different" 
campaign. (Although Jobs 
did record a version of this 
bit, Apple wound up airing 
a version narrated by actor

NEW YORK (AP) — Two- 
time Tony Award-winner 
John Cullum has gotten 
the ultimate stage honor — 
a theater named after him. 
The American Theatre 
of Actors and The Araca 
Group said Friday that the 
off-Broadway repertory 
theater company's larg¬ 
est venue, on 54th Street 
in Manhattan, will be re¬ 
named in Cullum's honor 
on Oct. 16. 

Cullum, 85 and ever bash¬ 
ful, said Friday he felt over¬ 
whelmed and added it 
was a little spooky. “People 
who get theaters named 


after them are usually 
dead," he said, laughing. 
The renaming of the 140- 
seat Chernuchin Theater 
will take place, fittingly, fol¬ 
lowing a performance of 
“Urinetown” by the Frac¬ 
ture Theatre Co. The Cher¬ 
nuchin was the theater 
where “Urinetown,” star¬ 
ring Cullum, began before 
later going to Broadway. 

“I can’t think of a more ap¬ 
propriate theater for me. I 
feel right at home in that 
theater," said Cullum, best 
known on TV as the bar¬ 
tender Holling in “Northern 
Exposure.” 

The actor said he’ll find 
it hard to resist visiting his 
new theater. “They’ll prob¬ 
ably call on me to do a 
few things, and if I can 
do them I’ll try to help out 
there — and try to live up 
to my reputation,” Cullum 
said. “It’s a totally new ex¬ 
perience for me." 

Cullum recalled joining the 
“Urinetown” company at 
American Theatre of Ac¬ 
tors in 2001, with all the ac¬ 
tors and actresses sharing 
the same dressing room, 
separated by a sheet. “It 
was a very close-knit com¬ 
pany. In fact, it was too 
close," he said. “We all got 
to know each other very 
well.” 

He said initially he was 


treated coolly by the “Uri¬ 
netown" company. He was 
getting strange stares and 
no one would talk to him. 
The director, John Rando, 
then told him they felt sur¬ 
prised the Tony-winner was 
doing this off-beat satirical, 
off-Broadway musical. “I 
said, ‘Listen, this is going to 
be a hit,”’ he said. “They 
didn’t think a star would do 
it.” 

Cullum received Tony 
Awards for “On The Twenti¬ 
eth Century” and “Shenan¬ 
doah." His other credits in¬ 
clude “Casa Valentina,” 
”110 in the Shade,” ’’Show 
Boat” and “The Scottsboro 
Boys.” 

The American Theatre of 
Actors consists of 50 ac¬ 
tors, 20 playwrights and 10 
directors. Among the stars 
who have worked there 
are Dennis Quaid, Bruce 
Willis, Danny Aiello, Dan 
Lauria, Chazz Palminteri, 
Kevin Spacey and Edie 
Falco. 

After the theater company 
officials informed Cullum 
that they wanted to name 
of their three theaters after 
him, the actor told them he 
would accept only if they 
took time to reconsider the 
honor. 

“I said, ‘I just want to give 
you the chance to back 
out on this,”’ he said. □

64 now, but Chrissie Hynde 
is still one tough rock ‘n’ 
roller. 

She proved that once 
again this week when a 
simmering controversy 
over a passage in her new 
memoir blew up in a hos¬ 
tile interview with a Nation¬ 
al Public Radio reporter. 
Hynde complained pro¬ 
fanely when reporter Da¬ 
vid Greene asked about 
critics of her recounting of 
a long-ago assault, saying 
she felt under attack by a 
lynch mob. 

The anecdote has over¬ 
shadowed “Reckless: My 
Life as a Pretender," a tale 
of rock debauchery she 
waited until after her par¬ 
ents died to tell, and its au¬ 
thor is plainly sick of it. 

The episode took place in 
Ohio, where Hynde grew 
up before moving to Eng¬ 
land in the 1970s. The fu¬ 
ture rock star, zonked on 
drugs, was taken to an 
abandoned house by bik¬ 
ers who demanded sexual 
favors and threatened vio¬ 
lence. Hynde isn't specific 
about what happened, 
other than to say she “hu¬ 
mored" her attackers and 
gave them Quaaludes. “I 
never say I was raped,” she 
says now. 

She wrote that, “however 
you want to look at it, this 


was all my doing and I take 
full responsibility. You can't 
(mess) around with peo¬ 
ple, especially people who 
wear ‘I Heart Rape’ and 
‘On Your Knees' badges." 
Her elaboration in a Lon¬ 
don newspaper interview, 
where she said it was 
“common sense” not to 
entice an unhinged person 
through provocative dress 
and actions, was criticized 
for a blame-the-victim 
mentality. “I can't believe 
this (expletives), singer Lu¬ 
cinda Williams wrote on 
Facebook. “Come on. 


Chrissie!” 

Hynde’s touchiness with 
NPR brought new atten¬ 
tion. Given the lightning 
speed of social media, it 
led to a backlash against 
the backlash. 

While not defending 
Hynde’s attitude toward 
assault, Sophie Gilbert 
wrote in The Atlantic that 
“the instinct to lash out at 
someone who’s honest 
about a terrible thing that 
happened to her, and to 
victimize her once again, 
ultimately says more about 


the people doing the 
shaming than it does the 
supposed perpetrator." 
‘STORY OF MY GENERA¬ 
TION’ Hynde told The As¬ 
sociated Press that she was 
writing her own story and 
tried to keep it light. 

“That was the story of my 
generation,” she said. 
“These bikers were the se¬ 
curity guards at all the gigs. 
They were selling drugs 
and they had motorcycles 
and they looked better 
than the hippies. That’s all 
we knew. We were little 
kids from the suburbs. If you 


put the same group of mo¬ 
torcycle riders in any mu¬ 
sic venue these days they 
would stick out like a sore 
thumb, and I mean a very 
attractive sore thumb.” 

It doesn’t take a deep 
dive into Hynde’s music to 
note a weakness for rough 
boys. One of the threats 
made that night by a biker 
— “shut up or you're go¬ 
ing to make some plastic 
surgeon rich” — eventually 
found its way into her lyrics. 
As detailed in “Reckless," 
Hynde has lived large. She 
witnessed the Kent State 
shootings, received her 
first kiss at a Sam Cooke 
concert from the star him¬ 
self, nearly married two 
members of the Sex Pistols, 
played in an early version 
of The Clash, had Ray Da¬ 
vies' daughter, drank and 
doped prodigiously and 
became a Rock and Roll 
Hall of Fame member by 
the force of her will. 

The tragic end of the origi¬ 
nal Pretenders, with the 
deaths of guitarist James 
Honeyman-Scott in 1982 
and bass player Pete Farn- 
don in 1983, also end her 
story. In Farndon's case, 
Hynde details a pain¬ 
ful conversation with his 
mother, who blamed her 
son’s death on a descent 
into a heroin use after he 
was fired from the band; 
Hynde told her he was fired 
because of heroin. □

The re¬ 
lease includes the original 
“Twilight” along with “Life 
and Death,” essentially 
the same story, except 
she switched the names 
and genders of the main 
characters, with Bella and 
Edward now Beau and 
Edythe. 

“I want to say this is not a 


real book, and I am totally 
aware of this,” she said at 
the Jacob Javits Conven¬ 
tion Center, adding that 
she considered Life and 
Death" bonus material. 
Published earlier this week, 
“Twilight Tenth Anniversa¬ 
ry/Life and Death Dual Edi¬ 
tion” was No. 2 on Amazon, 
corn’s best-seller list as of 
late Thursday, although nu¬ 
merous readers have com¬ 
plained “Life and Death" 
often contains the exact 
wording of “Twilight.” 
Meyer said that she 
switched the genders in 
response to reader com¬ 
plaints that Bella, the teen 


girl in love with a vam¬ 
pire, was an old-fashioned 
“damsel in distress." She 
wanted to prove that the 
story worked just as well 
with the genders reversed, 
and said that doing it was 
“fun, and when something 
is fun you tend to keep do¬ 
ing it.” 

At least one fan attend¬ 
ing agreed with Meyer's 
take. Nadia Washington, a 
33-year-old medical staffer 
from New Jersey, said that 
when she read the “Twi¬ 
light” book she didn’t fall in 
love with the actual char¬ 
acters, but with their “inter¬ 
nal love.” 


“So it’s the same way now 
that it (the vampire) is a 
girl,” she said. 

Meyer otherwise had to 
break the news that fans 
shouldn’t expect to see 
“Midnight Sun” anytime 


soon. The “Twilight” com¬ 
panion novel narrated 
from the vampire Edward’s 
point of view was aban¬ 
doned by Meyer in 2008 
after parts of it leaked 
online.Q 
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
